ILLUMINATION (Picture Below) 


Developed from “Rosy-Carmine Improved,” being brighter colored and more uniform in its bright red color with 
scarlet sheen. The brightest red of all Victorious Petunias. Very large flowers of well fringed form. Exceptionally 
beautiful. Highly recommended for all-around purpose. Our very best as to color, plant habit and size of flower. 


MAYFLOWER 


Our 1949 supply of Mayflower will be much improved over previous season; they are much more uniform in the 
soft, delicate rose color with deeper veining which gradually fades toward the outer edge. They are very large, 
well fringed with exquisite substance. Probably the best soft pink there is now. 


ORANGE (Salmon) 
This is the nearest to the orange in Petunia. Salmon orange may be more suitable. Our trial was quite satisfactory 
as to size and fringiness as well as the habit of growth. The percentage of small, Carnation-flowered doubles is some- 
whai larger Uian we expected; we counted nearly 459%, rest are all gigantic flowers of exquisite formation and color. 
The color is outstanding as are also the other important qualifications such as size and fringiness and growth habit, 
etc. We firmly believe this is the most important addition to the Victorious family. 


PURPLE GLOW (1949 Novelty) 


Deep glowing purple with velvety blue shade. The best true purple in Victorious group. The color corresponds to 
Ridgeway’s “Amethyst Violet” to “true purple” but with velvet-like glistening overlaid with shiny blue. Indi- 
vidual flower which is well fringed measures over 316 to 4 inches across. In our trial, not more than 
20°, showed small-flowered dou- 
bles, rest all gigantic fringed, - 
perfect flowers. In early stage of 
erowth, we found a very small 
percentage showed white varie- 
gation, but when the plants grew 
larger, no sign was found in the 
trial of nearly 70 plants; all of 
them were self-colored as above 
described. The habit of growth 

is uniformly dwarf. We can 
recommend this strain with a 
vood deal of confidence. 


SILVER BLUE 


It has been extremely difficult to 
develop clear blue, double Pe- 
tunia without vein. It took us 
many years before we could 
establish it. This is all double 
type of the popular “Dwarf 
kerfurt Silver Lilac.” The flowers 
are well fringed and large, just 
as large as the other Victorious 
strain of our introduction. Plant 
habit is compact and in every 
way most desirable.

True to type and color, 
stocky growth, good bloomer and good-sized flowers. New and rich 
color in giant frimged type, high percentage, fully double flowers.

The percentage of small-flowered doubles in our 1948 
trials was only 10°. The rest are all large, perfect flowering plants. 


In hunt of real dwarf Victorious 
Orchid Beauty, we have gone through dozens of line selections 
and feel happy in introducing the real dwarf strain which is much 
dwarter and more floriterous than the original. In our trial we 
counted about 25% beautiful silver lilac flowermg plants. It has no 
noticeable vein and has the same pleasing clear light blue color found 
in our Giant Single Fringed Silver Lilac. The remaining 75% of plants 
have produced the color usually found in our Victorious Orehid 
Beauty, but with less tint of purple. Individual flower fully measures 
4 inches across, with pleasing friginess and good substance. Height
